PENREN  has earned three of the six 
DoD wide LEED™ certifi ed facilities. 

The 242,500 square foot facility performs 
a variety of operations including screen-
ing all receivables and serving as the cen-

Furthermore, LEED™   standards help to create a facil-
ity that is functional, durable, maintainable, fl exible and 
safe.  It also contributes to a healthy indoor environment.  
For example, the RDF’s HVAC system maintains posi-
tive indoor environmental quality according to program 
requirements. The system fosters enhanced productivity 
for Pentagon tenants through the use of sustainable mate-
rials and good ventilation.

The RDF features a 90% vegetated roof that manages 
storm water uptake. Earthworms were used to naturally 
aerate the rooftop soil.  The bermed walls fl anking the fa-
cility and its concrete construction provide thermal mass.  
Also, the facility’s green roof systems provides better 
thermal resistance. The RDF is also equipped with an en-
ergy-effi cient HVAC system with permanent temperature, 
humidity and CO2 monitoring.  The use of water-effi cient 
landscaping and plumbing fi xtures signifi cantly reduces 
the facility’s water consumption.  Other sustainable ma-
terials used for the facility include the use of low-emit-
ting paints, carpet, adhesives, sealants, recycled content 
steel, fl y ash mixed in concrete, composite wheat board 
for millwork panels and 100% post consumer recycled 
plastic for toilet partitions and wall guards.  

Additionally, the RDF operates a construction waste re-
cycling program and serves as a centralized location for 
recycling collection and processing.  It also offers con-
tainment storage for compliant hazardous material. Over-
all, the RDF’s sustainable building features are best illus-
trated with the use of materials, thermal comfort, storm 
water and landscape management.

Telecommunication and 
electrical closets are approximately 80% complete.  In December 2005, Wedge 3, Phase 2 soft demolition 
began and is underway throughout all fl oors of the A and B rings.  Currently, demolition and  abatement is 
in progress on the fourth fl oor, A and B rings. Demolition for C, D and E rings began in early February.
